¢ 2021: The Federal Transit Administration (FTA) 
announces the availability of $10 Million in 
Pilot Program for Transit Oriented 
Development (TOD) funding to support 
comprehensive planning associated with new 
transportation projects. 


¢ 2022: CTA & DPD have been awarded 
$800,000 for the FTA TOD planning grant and 
the City has committed $200,000 in match 
funding to hire a consultant team to work with 
the community=
